sun 
sent 
droves of people to lakes and 
reservoirs. Sites where w ater 
sports are available received 
the heaviest camping 
pres­ 
sure. 
Campers turned away were 
advised to talk to the ranger 
on duty, who will direct them 
to other locations, Chapman 
said. 
Heaviest hit was Yosemite 
National Park, where officials 
said camping space could be 
found only in the extrem e 
north end of the park as early 
as last Friday. 
Jim Howell, information of­ 
ficer at Sequoia and Kings 
Canyon National Parks, said 
a few campsites were still 
available in Kings Canyon but 
Sequoia was full by Friday 
night.

PDT 
showed 485 persons killed in 
traffic since the start of the 
holiday period at 6 p.m. local 
time Friday.

The National Safety Council 
estim ated in advance of the 
holiday that from 800 to 900 
persons would be killed 
in 
traffic during the 102-hour pc 
riod.

Several thousand more men 
ot the 82nd will remain on 
stand-by alert at Ft. Bragg, 


N.C., 
where the division is

Homestead Air Force Base, 
Fla., and the number of pa­ 
ratroopers involved will be up

L.A. County Sheriff Asks Help 


To Catch Tot's Shotgun Killer 


H A W A I I A N GARDENS

—The 
Los 
Angeles 
County sheriff issued a per­ 
sonal appeal Monday for in­ 
formation 
about 
four 
men 
suspected of the ‘‘tragic and 
senseless killing” of a 4-year- 
old girl. 
Fifthy deputies pressed a 
house to house canvass in this 
community near Long Beach 
in a search for more wit­ 
nesses to the shotgun slaying 
of Joyce Ann Huff Sunday 
night. 
Sheriff Peter Pitchess, say­ 
ing he was ‘‘shocked and dis­ 
m ayed,” said any information 
about the killing would be 
‘‘treated in a strictly con­ 
fidential m anner.” 
He said that if necessary 
“ the total resources of this 
department will be utilized in 
order to bring the perpetra­ 
tors of his heinous act to just­ 
ic e .” 
Witnesses said the four men 


in a yellow car tired one blast 
from a shotgun 
at the 
little 
girl as she played with a 
lriend outside her house. 
The girl’s mother, Bernice, 
37, said she was in the living 
room when the 
shooting o< - 
cured. “ I first 
thought the 
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children had gotten hold of 
some firecrackers. 1 rushed 
to the kitchen window to see 
where the girl could 
have 
found the firecrackers.” 
She ,aw her blood-spattered 
daughter being laid down by 
a neighbor. 
The youngster was rushed 
to a nearby hospital where 
she died an hour later. Au­ 
thorities said she had more 
than 40 of the lead pellets in 
her body. 
The girl's father, 
Leland 
Woods, 61, is part ally 
dis­ 
abled. “ I saw the car go by 
from 
the 
window, 
but 
1 
couldn’t see very good be­ 
cause 
I 
didn’t 
h a v e my 
glasses on,” he said, “ but a 
neighbor told me that she saw 
this man stick his arm and 
gun out of the ear window 
and shoot my little girl.” 
“ I ran outside and wiped 
the blood off her forehead. 1 
Knew she was dying.”

City Editor 
MONTCLAIR — The cost ot 
operating this city will go up 
about $240,000 during the new 
fiscal year. 
I be City Council adopted 
Monday 
night a $3,183,717 
budget which compares to $2,- 
942,036 for the fiscal >rar jus: 
ending. The increase is partly 
due to increased salaries and 
benefits for employes, pur­ 
chase of new equipment, and 
new service programs. 
Officials estimated the new 
budget will require a property 
tax increase of about 10 to 12 
cents per $100 assessed valua­ 
tion. The current 
rate 
is 
$1.645, 
"We won't be able to deter­ 
mine the exact rate until we 
get our property assessment 


valuation 
from 
the 
county, 
This is not expected until Au­ 
gust,” said Laureen Was sur­ 
ma n, city m anager. 
T h e 
n e w 
budget 
was 
adopted by a 4*1 vote. Coun­ 
cilman Paul Jones said he 
vuted “no” because of the 
property tax increase. 
U asserm an included in the 
budget $786,681 to be raised 
from property taxes and $1,- 
060,500 from sales and use 
taxes. This compares to $689,- 
700 and $912,00 the previous 
year. 
“ We added a five per cent 
growth factor to our sales tax 
revenue,” 
said 
Washerman. 
He noted the city expects no 
sales tax revenue from the

STOCKHOLM (U PI)-Fo r a 
o n e t i m e dishwasher in a 
downtown 
Stockholm 
cafe­ 
teria, “ CZ” is doing pretty 
well as an artist. 
His engravings are sold in 
millions of copies each year, 
mostly to people who have ne­ 
ver heard his name. Odds are 
high they do not even notice 
the small “ CZ” signature in 
the bottom comer. 
“ CZ” stands for Czeslaw 
Slania, a Polish exile who has 
become one of the world’s 
leading postage stamp desig­ 
ners. 
For the past 12 years, he 
has turned out more than 100 
different Swedish stamps, in 
addition to 24 stamps de­ 
signed for the Polish Post of­ 
fice after World War II and 
some 65 stamps for Denmark 
and Greenland. 
Slania, a bald, bespectacled 
man of 51, makes his tiny 
grooves and 
scratches 
on 
tempered steel plates in the 


attic of the Swedish Post Of­ 
fice building in Stockholm, a 
few hundred yards from the 
cafeteria where he washed 
dishes in 1956. 
He left his native Poland, 
where he made his first 
stamp engraving in 1951, ear­ 
lier that year. Washing dishes 
was his first job in Sweden. 
In his spare time, he illust­ 
rated books and did a couple 
of free-lance jobs for the 
Swedish Post Office. 
“ But it was hard to get the 
kind of fulltime job I wan­ 
ted— engraving—in Sweden, 
and I had made up my mind 
to go to Canada and the print­ 
ing works of the National 
Bank there,” he said. 
But before he got his Cana­ 
dian visa in 1958, Slania was 
offered a temporary job at 
the Swedish Post Office. Two 
years later he was a perma­ 
nent member of the four-man 
engraving staff. Since then he 
probably Europe’s most pro­ 


lific stamp engraver. 
His most recent production 
has become Sweden’s and 
is a stamp issued for the U.N. 
Conference on the Human En­ 
vironment 
held 
here 
this 
month. 
The 85-ore stamp bears the 
conference motto “ Only One 
Earth” and depicts in six co­ 
lors a wood relief cut by the 
late Swedish sculptor Bror 
Hjorth. 
But long before that stamp 
was ready for issue June 5, 
Slania had turned to his next 
p r o j e c t — a series of five 
stamps for King Gustaf V 
Adolf’s 90th birthday in No­ 
vember. 
Slania works quickly but 
spends a long time on his pre­ 
parations. 
“ When the preparations are 
over, I know exactly how the 
job should be done,” he said. 
Slania has never had a 
plate rejected yet, not even 
when he, as a joke, put the 


names of two Danish Post Of­ 
fice officials in microscopic 
letters on a Danish stamp 
plate a few years ago. 
His most painstaking job so 
far 
was 
the 
“ Groedinge” 
series, 
two 25ore 
stamps 
based on a piece of medieval 
tapestry. 
To 
simulate 
the 
woven 
tapestry surface. Slania had 
to 
ma k e 
72,000 
minute 
scratches for the textile back­ 
ground, then thousands of oth­ 
er grooves for the pattern. 
When his mother, Jozefa, 
turned 66 in 1963 he presented 
her with a “ stamp” of her 
own. It was engraved with 
skill and love, bearing her 
portrait, her name and her 
birth date.

World of Animals 
Numerous First Aid 
Hints May Help Dog 


By DR. FRANK M ILLER 
DEAR DR. M ILLER: In a 
movie I saw, an M.D. saved a 
dog’s life by using heart mas­ 
sage on the outside of the 
chest wall. This was impor­ 
tant to me because I had a 
dog once that was killed when 
he bat into an electric wire. I 
think if 1 had known how to 
give this kind of heart mas­ 
sage I might have been able 
to save him. Wouldn’t it be 
advisable for someone who 
has a dog to learn how? — 
J.K . 
Dear J.K .: True, the tech­ 
nique of external heart mas­ 
sage could be taught to most 
people interested enough to 
learn it. However, the odds 
against an untrained person 
successfully using this know­ 
ledge in an emergency situa­ 
tion are extremely high. For 
the time and effort invested, 
one could learn other first aid 
techniques for the dog which 
would be more often used and 
where the chances for a suc­ 
cessful 
outcome 
would 
be 
greater. 


DEAR DR. M ILLER: Is a 
kitten wuh worms necessarily 
sick? - R.S. 
Dear R.S.; No, though other 
things being equal, the same 
kitten 
without 
the 
worms 
would be healthier. 


D E A R 
D R . 
M ILLER: 
Would you say it is safer for 
a cat who is allowed to run 
autside to have his flea collar 
wi loose or tight? Or does it 
make any diiierence? — A.M. 


Dear A.N.: A tight flea col­ 
lar will be less likely to be 
snagged than a loose one. It 
will be less likely for the cat 
to get it half way off and 
caught in his jaw or even 
looped tightly behind the front 
leg. On the other hand, the 
tight flea collar is more likely 
to cause severe skin reaction 
than one that is loose with the 
air allowed to flow under it. 
Even a tight collar may oc- 
cassionaUy be snagged and is 
responsible 
sometimes 
for 
strangling an animal. Actual­ 
ly, on flea collar Is safe on the 
outside cat. Better by far, 
presuming the cat does stick 
around home occasionally, is 
to put the collar on him only 
when he is home and con­ 
fined. If you are going to turn 
him loose, take the collar off 
again. If he is the kind who 
comes and goes on his terms, 
not yours, it is safer not to 
use a collar at all but to rely 
on one of the other forms of 
flea control.

SACRAMENTO (U P I) -A 
fashion revolution is sweeping 
the ranks of the California 
State Police. 
By popular demand, State 
Police Chief Guy R. Oates 
has ruled that patrolmen can 
wear 
a 
“ Montana 
Peak’’ 
hat—also known as a “ Smoky 
Bear” hat —instead of the re­ 
quired cap, which some offi­ 
cers call 
a 
“ bus 
driver’s 
cap.” 
Since his order, Oates said 
at least 60 of 235 state police 
in California have purchased 
the 
round-rimmed, 
dimpled 
hats and about another 50 
peace officers have ordered 
them. 
Oates said more than 50 per 
cent of the state police force 
had asked him to make the 
“ Montana Peak” the “ basic 
head gear” for the agency. 
Instead, he took the advice of 
an advisory committee that 
the hats be optional until he 
could determine whether the 
fashion craze was more than 
just a fad. 
“ We’ve had a lot of favor­ 
able comments about the new 
h a t s , ’ ’ Oates said. “ I ’m 
curious how it will go. It’s a 
distinctive piece of gear, but it 
may prove inconvenient to 
many of the men.” 
Lt. Virgil Moslander of Sac­ 
ramento 
is 
credited 
with 
being the “ father” of 
the 
“ Montana Peak” rage. 
He 
said he was impressed with 
the appearance of the hats 
when he was a child in In­ 
diana, where state troppers 
wore them. 
When the California State 
Police agency was restruc­ 
tured in 1968. he began push­ 
ing for a new hat to match 
the agency’s new image. The 
division is charged with pro­ 
tecting people and property in 
s t a t e buildings and faci­ 
lities. 
About a year ago Oakes 
permitted security police as­ 
signed to the state water pro­ 
ject 
to 
wear 
the 
broad- 
brimmed hats because they 
were extra protection from 
the sun’s rays. 
T h e hats 
became 
very 
popular among the water pro­ 
ject police and Oates decided 
it was time to 
try 
them 
throughout the agency. 
The new hats cost between 
$11 and $18, depending on the 
material. The cap, which all 
state 
policemen 
still 
must 
buy, costs about $13. 
The hat gained national at­ 
tention when it became the 
symbol of Teddy Roosevelt’s 


Bill Banning 
Sale of Term 
Papers Signed 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) -A 
bill aimed at halting the prac­ 
tice of selling term papers to 
college students to use for 
course credit has been signed 
by Gov. Ronald Reagan. 
The measure signed 
this 
week would bar the sale and 
advertising of term papers, 
dissertation or other similar 
material for use for credit in 
c o l l e g e courses. Colleges 
could go to court to halt the 
practice. 
The proposal by Assembly 
Jim Keysor, D-Granada Hills, 
was supported by the Uni­ 
versity of California and the 
state colleges. 


Personal Touch 
And the Weather 
Los Angeles (U P I) —The 
weather forecast received a 
personal touch Monday. Ap­ 
pended to it was a message 
f r o m 
weatherman 
David 
Burt, which read: 
“ This forecast is my last of­ 
ficial act as a forecaster in 
Los Angeles. I am now retir­ 
ing after 38 years, the last 16 
years in Los Angeles. 1 have 
tried to keep my forecast on 
time, timely and to the point.

One peace officer who wish­ 
ed to remain anonymous was 
so enthusiastic about the new 
apparel he remarked: “ You’ll 
never pry it off my head.”

(U P I)—The 
Navy and Marine Corps have 
abandoned recruit screening 
by psychiatrists because it 
was not effective enough to 
be worth the time. 
A team of Navy psychiatr­ 
ists said that after a study of 
the service careers of 11,000 
sailors and 14,000 marines, 
they found that prospective 
recruits could be 
screened 
just as effectively, or better, 
by the petty officer at the re- 
c r u i t i n g station, using a 
simple chart. 
The study was carried out 
by officers of the Navy’s Me­ 
tí i c a 1 
Neuropsychiatric 
Research Unit at Point Loma. 
The Navy wanted to im­ 
prove its rejection process. 
R e c r u i t s 
accepted 
for 
duty—and later discharged as 
unsuitable, or tolerated for 
their first enlistment but not 
a c c e p t e d 
on 
a 
career 
basis—cost the service large 
sums of money for transport, 
uniforms, food, training, me­ 
dical care. After 60 days hon­ 
orable service they are eli­ 
gible for veterans benefits. 
In comparing the results 
predicted 
by 
psychiatrists, 
who often got to spend only a 
few minutes with the recruits, 
the researchers found that 
"the brief psychiatric screen- 


ing examination (was) found 
to be less valid than a compo­ 
site of other more easily ob­ 
tainable indices of adaptation 
... and was found to add little 
of predictive value,” said Dr. 
John A. Piag. 
The other indices are a 
prospective recruit’s age, edu­ 
cation, intelligence as mea­ 
sured on a standard military 
test, stability of home back­ 
ground, and record of trouble 
at school or with police. 
The psychiatrists found they 
could prepare a simple chart, 
which a recruiting officer, af­ 
ter 
determining 
a 
youth’s 


background, could consult like 
an insurance actuarial tubie. 
The 
chart 
would 
indicate 
what the chances were of a 
recruit doing a good job in 
the Navy. 
“ The psychiatric interview 
just proved not to be a suc­ 
cess,” said Dr. Ransom J. Ar­ 
thur, head of the research 
team. 
Using the new table saves 
the Navy more than $3 mil­ 
lion a year in wasted manpo­ 
wer expenses, he estimated.

Dealing with Others 


“ DEAR 
MISS 
VANDER­ 
BILT: I am a professional per­ 
son and dearly love my job. I 
have been justifiably criti­ 
cized for lacking smoothness 
in dealing with other people 
— and it seems true socially 
as well as with my staff. I 
grew up in a home which 
would by today’s standards, 
be considered both socially 
and culturally deprived and 
simply never had the oppor­ 
tunity to learn basic good 
manners, or even the rudi­ 
ments of getting along with 
others. Schooling has helped 
as has extensive reading of 
books such as your etiquette 
book. What else could you 
suggest? I want to learn and 
certainly am capable of doing 
so. - S.M., Wilmington, Del.“ 
The very fact that you can 
express yourself this way in­ 
dicates your intelligence and 
your innate ability to learn 
what you need to learn. 
You don’t tell me your sex, 
but let us assume that you 
are a man. Women are usual­ 
ly much more sensitive to the 
need for social graces, pro­ 
bably because they are in 
turn expected to impart them 
to their children. Men who 
haven’t had social training at 
home like yourself can find 
ways to overcome this handi­ 
cap — and handicap it is. 
Learning to get along with 
people, professionally and oth­ 
erwise, 
comes 
with expe­ 
rience and with the ability to 
be honest with yourself. If 
you feel you have been rub­ 
bing someone the wrong way, 
have the courage to bring 
whatever problem there is out 
in the open. Never be embar­ 
rassed to say, “ T feel T ha­ 
ven’t handled this properly 
and perhaps I've hurt your 
feelings.

Per­ 
haps you can give me some 
suggestions on how» I could 
approach these things in a 
more satisfactory way for us 
both.” 
You may find people will 
tell you what puts their backs 
jup. It is good psychology, for 
example, to give a compli­ 
ment if you can before a crit­ 
icism and follow the criticism 
~ with some favorable statement. 
The most important thing 
Is, I think, being able to put 
yourself in the other person’s 
place, never to take your own 
importance for granted. Im­ 
portant and unimportant, we 
must all fnterract with one 
-another. One unhappy little 
cog can certainly throw a 
m o n k e y wrench into the 
wheel. 
When you 
notice another 
person handling a situation 
well, or expressing him or 
h e r s e l f with grace and 
charm, note exactly how it is 
d o n e . 
Fortunately, 
these 
things can be learned. The 
first step is knowing what is 
needed — as you do.

Gallbladder Stones Aren't Easy To Find

Dear Reader — It is fairly 
common for a “nonfunction­ 
ing gallbadder” not to show 
on X rays. The way a gallb- 
bladder X ray is done is to 
have the person take some 
pills which have a 
dye 
in 
them which will show up on 


the X ray. 8his dye material is 
absorbed by the bloodstream 
and filtered out by the liver, 
eventually being carried by 
the bile and stored 
in 
the 
gallbadder. Now if the gall­ 
bladder is diseased too badly, 
the 
bile 
will 
flow 
on 
out 
through the bile duct into the 
intestines and there won’t be 
any storage of bile 
in 
the 
gallbladder. When this occurs, 
since

gallbladder it can’t be seen 
on the X ray.

^Freedom Is Never 


A Finished Business 


One*hundred-ninet\-six yeans ago — count them — 
the Declaration of Independence was signed. This is a 
\ cry lom; time in terms of individual life spans, and 
a not unrespectable record even as ages of nations 
go. 
Perhaps this sense of lengthy tradition is why it is 
so easy to think of Independence Day as merely 
commemorating an event that happened once and 
was over with — ?ust another fact of history, just 
another date. 
We tend to forget that July 4, 1776, was more than 
one self-contained day in history. It was the wa­ 
tershed from which has streamed a great, ever- 
broadening river of freedom into our own time. 


We are wrong if we think of this date as marking 
the day when freedom was brought forth by decree 
and handed to posterity. Independence was not a 
completed event. It w as a continuing process, an 
evolution, a growth. 


Freedom in America is still an unfinished busi­ 
ness. 


This involves much more than the fact that in the 
>ears since York town marked a successful con­ 
clusion militarily ol what was proclaimed politically 
in Philadelphia ip 1776, Americans have been called 
repeatedly to defènd freedom anew, millions with 
their very lives. 


War, however, is perhaps the easiest form of pat­ 
riotism. In war, thé enemy is obvious, and the 
course of duty clear. Or at least so it seemed before 
Vietnam became such a painful part of the Ameri­ 
can experience. 


It is more difficult sometimes to recognize other 
enemies of freedom — not necessarily persons, but 
idea, entrenched interests, prejudices hallowed by 
tradition. 


At one time, freedom in America was for the 
“ respectable” people, those. who owned enough 
property to qualify for the right to vote. Throughout 
our history, too often freedom has been abridged or 
denied tflMgffjftaih classes and minority groups. 


Yet eventually these groups attained full accep­ 
tance into c itizenship — not by riot or evolution but 
bv steady evolution within the framework of the 
Constitution. 


That is the pride and the glory of the United 
States, that we have been able to grow in freedom 
toward an ever-broader freedom.

When Chairman Lawrence 
F. O'Brien of the Democratic 
National Committee went to 
Miami 
Beach 
to 
take 
a 
thorough look at convention 
arrangements he was given a 
detailed briefing on security. 
He was to admit later that it 
all seemed a bit superfluous 
in light of his long experience 
with conventions which, how­ 
ever turbulent, never seemed 
to threaten life and limb. 
Then 
came 
the 
famous 
break-in-bugging incident 
at 
Democratic 
headquarters 
here and O’Brien understood 
the very real need for the se­ 
curity precautions being ta­ 
ken at Miami Beach. It will 
be 
the 
most 
security-con- 
s c i o u s national convention 
e v e r 
held, 
with routines 
bound to cause friction and 
resentment. 


Invasion of Privacy 
Farcical though k seemed 
at first, the bugging episode 
was serious enough in itself. 
Here was this insidious snoop­ 
ing business carried out by 
five men with connections if 
not with the White House, as 
has been repeatedly denied, 
then with the Committee to 
Re-elect President Nixon. In­ 
vading the privacy of a poli­ 
tical 
organization 
with 
the 
tools of the snooping trade 
hardly comes under the head­ 
ing of a tree society. 
What gives the episode a 
more ominous look and ties it 
in with the tight security at 
the convention 
is the con­ 
nection of the men caught in 
the bugging act with the Cu­ 
ban exile movement in Flo­ 
rida. Three of the five men 
were bom in Cuba. Bernard 
L. Barker as a CIA operative 
had a role in the abortive 
Bay of Pigs invasion. He is 
said to have been a conduit 
for money siphoned to the in­ 
vaders. 
According to reports in the 
Miami newspapers, Barker is 
said to have tried to obtain 
from the architect. Leonard 
Glasser, the plans of the con­ 
vent ion hall, including details 
of the air-conditioning ducts 
and the cat walks. The inti­ 
mation was that this was for 
bugging purposes. Yet why 
try to bug a political con­ 
vention with radio and tele­ 
vision constantly listening in? 


Hard Core of Plotters 
White the bulk of the more 
than 200,000 Cuban exiles in 
and around Miami are law- 
abiding citizens bent on try­ 
ing to earn a living in a new 
land, there is hard core of 
passionate 
anti-Communist, 
anti-Castro plotters constantly 
seeking ways to bring Fidel 
down. Their bitterness over 
President John F. Kennedy’s 
failure to order air strikes to 
save the invaders trapped on 
the beaches knew* no bounds. 
They never cease to lobby tor 
support from the government 
for various schemes to cut 
down Castro’s strength.

pggnl that th* fund raist-rs will find the ways to set 
a new political spending record by November. 
Presidential ele**tions always do. 
The British, as with so many other aspects of our 
sympathetic but very different systems, provide a 
startling contrast to the American high cost of poli­ 
tics. 
In their last national election, June of 1971, Prime 
Munster Edward Heath spent a grand total of $2,704 
on his c a m p a ig n , according to the Home Office 
breakdow n of expenses for all parliamentary candi­ 
dates. T hat covered only the campaign expenses for 
his own se a t from a London suburb. But even on a 
national scale British political spending is nickles 
an d d im e s—or pence and farthings*—by American 
sta n d a rd s. 
For 1971, the grand total for all 1,837 parliament­ 
ary candidates of all parties was $3,518,252, which 
w ould scarcely see a major American presidential 
contender thi-ough a respectable primary. 
Many in digenous factors contribute to the British 
situ atio n , of course. Politics generally carry on in a 
much lower ke> than in the United States. Cam­ 
paigns are much briefer—a few weeks as compared 
to almost a 
ear, Free TV time on the state-oper­ 
ated BBC is available to the major parties to state 
their versions of the issues. 
And a more homogenous, concentrated population 
lakes a veiy low legal limit on campaign spend- 
¿$—$3,155— more realistic than it would be in the 
coetinentaisized United States. 
^N evertheless, the contrast with the extravagant 
American way is painful. Not so much so, however, 
that there is any real danger of our changing it.

Jackie Robinson, the gray­ 
ing hero of the baseball dia­ 
mond, was too trusting when 
he 
took 
Attorney 
General 
Richard Kleandienst and FBI 
chief Pat Gray at their word. 
We had testified on Capdtol 
Hill that Robinson wound up 
in the Secret Service files af­ 
ter he "v isit«! a White House 
gate one day to inquire about 
the President’s black capital­ 
ism program.” ' 
Disturbed over our testimo­ 
ny, Robinson sought an expla­ 
nation trom the Justice De­ 
partment. Afterward, he told 
the press that Kleindienst and 
Gray had called our report "a 
lot of bull.” 


It’s Kleindienst and Gray 


who are spreading the bull, 
u We have a copy of Jackie 


Robinson’s Secret Service file. 
No. CQ2 39700 01911, which 
contains a full report on the 
White House gate incident. 
We have offered to send the 
old slugger a xeroxed copy. 


The Secret Service keeps a 


computerized file of people 
who might pose a potential 
threat to the President. Jack ­ 
ie Robinson was included on 
Jan. 25. 1969—five days after 
President Nixon took office. 
Robinson joined a group of 
blacks who visited the north­ 
west gate of the White House 
unannounced. 
The 
Secret 
Service prepared a memo on 
the incident, assigned 
Rob­ 
inson a file number and fed 
his name into the computer. 
He was listed, however, as 
"not dangerous.” 
The report on 
Robinson’s 
appearance at the gate was 
prepared 
by 
Special 
Agent 
Thomas 
N. 
Sch,river, 
who 
wrote that Robinson and his 
associates "arrived at 4:00 
p.m. at the northwest gate of 
the White House, and stated . 
. . that they wanted to see the 
President . . . 
"(Special 
Agent 
Charles) 
Zboril . . . and John Price, 
White House staff, met with 
this group at the gate. Mr. 
Price 
invited 
Jackie 
Rob­ 
inson, and only him, to meet 
him 
(Price) 
in 
the 
EOB 
(Executive Office Building). 
Robinson turned down this in­ 
vitation. 


‘‘The group informed Mr. 


Price, the reason they wanted 
to see the President was that 
they wanted more jobs for the 
black people and also wanted 
the President to define black 
capitalism.” 
Footnote: A Justice Depart­ 
ment 
spokesman 
explained 
that the Kleindienst-Gray res­ 
ponse to Robinson’s inquiry 
was based upon information 
furnished by the Secret Serv­ 
ice. The Secret Service ex­ 
plained that Robinson's name 
was included in the data bank 
because he tried to call upon 
the President "without an ap­ 
pointment.” But a spokesman 
added that the Secret Service 
does not consider Robinson a 
threat to the President. 
Wifely Advice 


M r s . 
Hubert 
Humphrey 
telephoned her husband the 
other day about his bruising 
campaign against George Mc­ 
Govern. 
The two families had been 
the best of neighbors; Muriel 
H u m p h r e y and 
Eleanor 
McGovern were fond friends; 
their children had grown up 
together. When George McGo- 
v e r n 
w a s 
sick, 
Hubert 
Humphrey had carried 
hot 
soup next door to his bedside. 
"Look, daddy. I want you to 
carry on 
your 
cam paign,” 
Muriel told her husband gen­ 
tly. "But when it’s all over, 
we must talk to the McGo­ 
verns and get together with 
them.” 
Not long afterward, Humph­ 
rey took McGovern aside for 
a few frank friendly words. 
"You may feel 
that 
I’ve 
roughed you up on these is- 
sues,” said Humphrey, “ but 
my statements will look kind­ 
ly compared to what Nixon 
and his people will say.” 
Humphrey suggested it was 
better for McGovern to have 
his views challenged now, so 
he could clarify them before 
meeting President Nixon in 
the finals. 
"When this is over, if you 
win the 
nomination,” 
said 
Humphrey, "you won’t have 
to reach out. I’ll be there.” 


Message from Carandiru 
From out of grim, grey Ca­ 
randiru prison in Brazil, a 
wroup of prisoners have sent 
a s a p o i g n a n t message 


through a network of inter­ 
mediaries. 
They learned in early June 
that they would be split up 
and 
transferred 
from 
Sao 
Paulo’s Carandiru to other 
prisons throughout Brazil. Be­ 
cause they had dared to pro­ 
test 
against 
inhuman 
con­ 
ditions in the prison, 
they 
feared they were being trans­ 
ferred to break up their group 
and to kill them quietly and 
individually. 
Their first appeals went to 
the director of the crowded 
prison and to the pastor of 
Sao Paulo’s Roman Catholic 
C h u r c h , Archbishop Paulo 
Evaristo Arns, who had pro­ 
tected them in the past. They 
announced a hunger strike to 
protest the transfers. 
But, as the sumggled mes­ 
sage to us relates: "On June 
7, 
three 
Dominican 
priests 
a n d 
three 
other 
political 
prisoners were transferred to 
Présidente Venceslau (prison) 
on the Mato Grosso border.” 
The prison is distant from 
any large city. 
"Other 
political 
prisoners 
were also transferred to un­ 
known places . . . The Brazi­ 
lian military dictatorship in­ 
tends to assassinate in the 
dungeons all those prisoners 
thought to be radical leaders.” 
The prisoners added that 
the military, which controls 
Brazil’s worst prisons, had re­ 
fused 
to 
allow 
Archbishop 
Arm to talk with the prisoners. 
When 
this 
avenue 
failed, 
they sent word to us that "the 
survival of all prisoners” de­ 
pended on help from all those 
"who love justice.” 


ANSWERS 


Do fundamental issues, or 
the reaction of the public to­ 
ward them, change very much 
over a span of 33 years? 


A reader has sent in 
a 
newspaper clipping of July 4, 
1939—only 60 days before World 
War II began. The clipping was 
a dispatch by this writer. It 
read as follows: 
“ One cannot help wondering 
what 
our forefathers would 
say if they could come back 
to observe the way the anni­ 
versary' of the Declaration of 
Independence 
is 
celebrated. 
Instead of a day for the re­ 
vival of American patriotism 
or the rejuvenation of the spi­ 
rit of democracy, it is a day 
of indulgence. 
Far from Concept 
"From one end of the land 
to the other, the ‘holiday’ has 
taken on the aspect of am use­ 
ment, entertainment, festivity 
a n d 
recreation—far 
away 
from the original concept of 
what July 4 meant to the 
United States of America. 
"Even in the United States 
the old-fashioned liberties are 
gone. A new doctrine has ari­ 
sen in which the importance 
of the state as superior to the 
individual has been empha­ 
sized. The theory is that the 
people cannot be expected to 
live in mutual tolerance of 
each other’s rights but must 
have a national police power 
exercised over them. In eco­ 
nomic 
matters, 
more 
and 
more the central government 
has assumed authority and 
jurisdiction, so that the old 
sovereignties of the several 
states 
have 
been 
virtually 
brushed aside. 
"This trend has been justi­ 
fied by its sponsors on the 
ground that emergencies pre­ 
vail 
throughout 
the 
world. 
Precisely this argument has 
been made by the dictators in 
forcing peoples to accept the 
drastic process of regulation 
by the state. 


"A certain amount of regu­ 
lation to prevent fraud and 
deception and manipulation of 
property in dishonest 
ways 
has always been conceded to 
be a proper limitation on the 
license of the individual. But 
today government has for its 
object the regulation of busi­ 
nesses which adhere to every 
standard of legitimacy and 
honest conduct but which now 
are asked to fit into an eco­ 
nomic pattern dictated by the 
state in the name of the pub­ 
lic welfare. 
"Pressure 
groups 
easily 
produce 
majorities 
in 
Con­ 
gress nowadays, and the old- 


time check on Congress, a 
courageous Supreme Court of 
the United States which would 
not hesitate to protect the in­ 
dividual against the loss of 
his liberties, has given way to 
a court which is hailed as 
having 
surrendered 
to 
the 
g o v e r n m e n t ’ s c o m - 
mands—that is, the pressure 
from the executive and legis­ 
lative branches of the federal 
government. 
"A declaration of indepen- 
d e n c e a g a i n s t tyranny 
brought on the American re­ 
volution. It was a declaration 
which breathed the spirit of 
free men who were willing to 
dedicate 
their 
lives, 
their 
properties and their sacred 
honor to the cause of human 
liberty. Today, with principles 
of vital importance at stake, 
many persons throughout the 
world are not only disclined 
to endanger their lives but 
hesitate to risk their posses­ 
sions in a crusade for truly 
constitutional government and 
riddance 
from 
dictatorship, 
whether it be by the state or 
by the autocratic groups that 
dominate the economic life of 
the nation. 
"Leadership of an outspo­ 
ken nature is the exception 
rather than the rule in the ti­ 
mid democracies of today. 
This is not altogether due to 
the failure of statesmanship 
but to the greater interest 
which the m asses of people 
s e e m 
to 
have 
in 
indul­ 
gence—in creature comforts 
rather than in the sacrifices, 
that make peoples do what 
our forefathers did 163 years 
ago. 
Sort of Neutrality 
"One by one, small nations 
are being robbed of their in- 
d e p e n d e n c e i n the world 
whilst so-called liberty-loving 
nations stand apart and treat 
the dictaors and the victims 
on a plane of equality in a 
meticulous sort of neutrality. 
"It has become fashionable 
to p r o c l a i m America as 
uninterested in world affairs. 
Yet if France had adopted 
such an isolationist attitude in 
the days of the American re­ 
volution and if aid had been 
withheld by Lafayette and the 
French fleet, this might have 
altered 
the 
destiny of the 
American colonies 
as 
they 
strove to rid themselves of 
the yoke of a foreign dictaor. 
It takes just a few decades to 
forget that liberty is a world­ 
wide cause in which isolated 
nations, like isolated indivi­ 
duals, may again find them­ 
selves in need of friends.”

Oil Pipeline 


U.S. Target 


WASHINGTON (UP1) -A 
new petroleum pipeline being 
bu It between Hanoi and the 
Chinese border to circumvent 
the U.S. blockade of North 
Vietnam is about Sd per cent 
complete and might be ready 
tor operaiion within a ueek 
or two, the Pentagon has re- 
poned. 
Defense 
Department 
spo­ 
kesman Jerry W. Friedheim 
said American war planes 
have not yet attacked the con­ 
struction project because oth­ 
er targets were higher on the 
priority lists. But he indicated 
the new line and its pumping 
station would be hit as soon 
as they go into operation. 
Pentagon experts estimate 
the pipeline will be able to 
supply North Vietnam with up 
to 1.100 metric tons of tuc! 
and oil per day. But they be­ 
lieve even without the pipe­ 
line the North Vietnamese, 
who must import all their oi! 
products, have enough stock­ 
piled 
to last 
“ for several 
months at the current rate of 
usage” . 
Friedheim 
said 
the 
new 
line, constructed from lengths 
of four-inch pipe joined to­ 
gether and laid on top of the 
ground, is being built from 
Hanoi toward 
the 
Chinese 
border. He said it generally 
parallels one of the two rail 
lines which link Hanoi with 
China. 
“ It appears to be a meth­ 
odical military (construction) 
operation,” 
Friedheim aaid. 
“We have no evidence of Chi­

pipeline construction,” 
Friedheim did not give the 
line’s exact route, but other 
officials said it runs beside 
the 95-mile long rail line lin­ 
king Hanoi with the North
